BASUHC.—Mr. C. M. Hovey writes the Garden 
that as a basket ornament the Myrsiphyihini 
A-parajioldes or "Smiliix" b'the most chaim- 
ing of plants, and ,,lliis is the management he 
recommends of this pretty vine for that use ; 
"To grow it well in this way, Ihree roots 
should be planted, in July or August, in one of 
theitisilc baskets so much used; Ihe baskfii 
may then, for convenience, be placed ou the 
ID omul, in a half-shady position, and watered 
lieely. Then attach three strings, six feel oi 
more long, one for each ulanl, lo the basket, 
and fasten the other ends at the top, at a good 
distance apart, to keep I hem from running to- 
Eelher. Heie, let them gimv till just before the 
fiosl, when the shoots will have reached the 
top; loosen the airings at the top and twine 
them in any form, cither up ihe handle or round 
and r,)iiud ; enl and pick out the strings; sus- 
pend the basket in a cool room, and you will 
have constantly before yon an object, the beau- 
ty of which will never pall ou tbr senses, bill 
will increase with the growth of the plants. All 
winlei il will be a ileligbt to you as il was I" 
me (111ring one. of the coldcsl snow storms of 
Jaimaiy last, when visiting Mr. HunneweH's 
p!m!e at Wellesley.

Warmth is 
necessary to grow u, but when hardened off, it 
is almost evergreen—a temperature of 4j de- 
grees being ample to preserve and keep it fresh 
for a long lime.

strong soil, highly enriched with good rotten 
manure; an open situation and loamy soil for 
the strong-growing, hardy kinds, and a protect- 
ed aspect and light soil for the teas 'and other 
tend-r varieties. The hybrid pcrpclniils, in 
my judgment, are the mosl desiiable among 
the hardy roses, as they are the best for all the. 
vat ions purposes to which they are applied In

ever, me the diamond pur eircftlnice of the 
race, all honuh needing great care in Iheir cul- 
ture. 
I advise that Ihey be grown in pels and 


sunk in the ground during the summe.r and re- 
moved to a cold frame or greenhouse during 
the. winlei. 
U' left remaining in the open 


gioutid, they should stand on the south side of 
a wall, fenoe; or hedge, and on the approach of 
cold weather receive a covcrliie I" the foim of 
a shud open to Hie south, and the plants have 
a liberal supply of manure over ll«! surface ol 
the ground, and plenty of leaves over the whole 
phut. If roses are set out in iiitiimn peiform 
the operation very early in November, so as to 
allow the roots Iu obtain a hold in Ihe soil be- 
fore cold weather. 
Give them a thorough 


dressing of manure to pwtcct against sudden 
chaii«es. Choose a dry day for planting, the 
drier the betler. • Bc enreful to tread lliesoil 
firmly around llic plants ; this is very import- 
ant. 
A cloudy day is ibe most desirable for 


removal : and moisten the roots first, to be fol- 
lowed by a thin coat of dry earth over Uie h- 
beis.
